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WHEELER WHEAT ALLOTMENT 
CERTIFICATE BILL 

The itheeler wheat-Allotment Certificate bill ($.2595) introduced 
by Senator wheeler, of iiontana, lmy 10, is designed to give to wheat 
faruers parity price or cost of production price, whichever is the greater. 
In effect it imposes a tax on the processor equal to the difference be- 
tween the average furm price and the cost of production or parity price. 

¥or example, a farmer is alloted his share of the national allot- 
ment. If the farm price were, say, 75 cents a bushel and parity or cost 
of production price were $1.25 the farmer would be paid the differance of 
50 conta a bushel (in reality a processing tax of 50 cents a bushel), 
through the sale to the processor of the wheat ellotment certificates, 
for whatever amount of wheat he marketed provided the amount was not in 
excess of his farm muirketing quota. There is no production control in the 
bill but payments are contingent uvon compliance with marketing quotas. 
A farmer could produce all he wanted to produce, but he would not be naid 
the difference between the average farm prica and coat of production or 
parity price except cn hia mrketing quota established for his farm or 
which would have boon eatablished if marketing Quotas were in effect. 

The bill say's that "An amount of money eyusel to the valvw of the 
certificate representing each producer's share of the farm's allocation 
snali be paid by the Secretary to the producer entitled thersto when 


eatisfactory evidence ls presented to the Secretary that there has not 
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been, and cannot be, marketed from such farm during such marketing year 
any wheat in excess of the faxm marketing quota which has been eatablishad 
for such farm or which would have been established if marketing quotes 
were in effect." 

The Secretary ia euthorized in January of each year to appoint a 
committee of three wheat farmers, one representative consumer and one 
Federal representative to determine the price of wheat for the next market- 
ing year based upon the difference between she average farm price and the 
parity or cost of production price. This price becomes the price at which 
the wheat ellotment certificates can be sold. It would insure to the wheat 
farmay the cost of production or parity price beceuss no processor or 
handler of manufactured wheat could sell the manufactured article without 
making a return to the Secretary of the séle with the wheat-allotment 
certificate attached. 3.A.z. atatistics ars to be used in calculating 
the cost of production. 

The Secretary is empowered during any marketing year to adjust the 
wheat certificate allotment to permit orderly mrketing at fair prices. 

In eee: the bill provides for a national wheat certificate 
allotment in anets for that year, not leter than jay 15, based on the 
previous 1C-year average produced for domestic consumption and export. 

AS #00n ag practicable after the issuance of certificates the 
Secretary shall allocate the total amount of wheat certificates allotment 
anong farmera on the basis of normal production ror sach farm for the 


crop to be harvested in the current calendar year. 
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In making returns of sules to the Secretary the processor is 
required to sttach cartificateas equal to the number of bushels of 
wheet he has used in tha manufacture of articles sold (which is to be 
determined in accordance with conversion factors prascribed by the. 
Secretary).
